The Govern- 
ment had put a special salon car at his 
Gisposal, which was attached to the rec- 
wlar headquarters train. It will reach 
army headquarters at 7 p. m. today, ani 
Ambassador Gerard expects to return 
tomorrow. . 

During the afternoon Mr. ‘Gerard re- 
ceived some long cipher dispatches from 
Washington, containing, it is believed, 
some elucidation on certain points in 
President Wilson's note.

LONDON, April 28.—Field Marshal 
Lord Krench, who is now responsible 
for the home defenses of England, has 
introduced the 24-hour clock time sys- 
tem throughout his department, to pre- 
vent the danger of confusing a. m. with 
p. m. One o'clock in army orders now 
means one in the morning; 12 o'clock Is 

noon, and 24 o'clock is midnight. 

An order issued by Lord French at 7 
in the evening is timed 19 o’clock. Thus 
there can be no possibility of mistake. 
Many years ago an atternpt was made to 
introduce the “round time’ system in 
this country, and clocks and watches 
were manufactured with the full 24 
hours record on the dial, but the idea 
never became popular. 


HOOKWORM AMONG MINERS 


Per Cent of 1,000,000 Men 
California Have Diseasc. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 28.—Of 1,0%,- 
000 California miners examined by State 
and Federal sanitary inspectors, approx- 
mately 40 per cent were found to be in- 
fected with hookworm, according to a 
preliminary report of an official sur- 
vey of sanitary conditions in California 
mines. The report was made by Joseph 
H. White, sanitary engineer of the Unit- 
ed States Bureau of Mires, and Dr. J. 
ls. Cumming of the State Board of 
Health. 

Both officials emphasized ..e fact that 
the hookworm can be eliminated througn 
the adoption of proper sanitary methods 
in the mines and that they had been 
met with encouraging desire for co- 
operation from operators and miners.

Gen. Scott and Gen. Funston on 
Way for Meeting Tomorrow, 
Probably in El Paso. 


iwtL PASO, Tex., April 28.—Gen. Alvaro 
Otregon,. Minister of War of the de 
facto Government, is in Juarez today, 
waiting to confer with Major-Generals 
scott and Funston on the military ques- 
tions that are involved in the American 
expedition into Mexico. Gen. Obregon, 
accompanied by Gen. Jacinto Trevino, 
Gen. Samuel S. Santos, Gov. Enriquez 
of Chuhuahua and Presidente Jose de 
l.uz Herrera of Parral, reached Juarez 
on a special train this morning. 

Carranza’s War Minister arrived on 
tlie second section of the train. An 
accident to the third section occurred 
Letween Ahumada and San Jose. Two 
cars overturned and two passengers 
were injured. Gen. Luis Gutierrez, Mili- 
tury Governor of Chihuahua State, was 
en the train, but was not hurt. A 
wrecking crew backed the cars upon the 
track again and the train is expected 
here late today. 

Gen. Obregon repeated here a state- 
ment. which he made to the Associated 
Press in Chihuahua City last. night. 
that the Carranza forces now were fully 
able to cope with the Villista bandits, 
and that he hoped to arrange for the 
prompt retirement of the American 
troops from Mexico. 

Scott and Funston Due Tonight. 

Gens. Scott and Funston are due to 
reach here tonight, when it is expected 
that arrangements will be made for u 
first conference tomorrow. 

The Mexican Minister of War hell 
several conferences today with the mili- 
tary and civil authorities of the de factu 
gZovernment of Chihuahua, in which 
every phase of the situation was dis- 
cussed, so that the presentation of the 
Mexican proposals could be made to 
Gens. Scott and Funston. 

The 40,000 Carranza soldiers stretching 
aeross Northern Mextc¢o from Sonora 
to Eastern Chihuahua was Gen. Obre- 
gon's most potent argument that he 
could meet the situation as to the Villa 
bandits without ald from the United 
States. 

Preceding the special train of Gen. 
Obregon was a troop train, to protect 
the War Minister’s party from a pos- 
sible surprise by bands of Villa bandits. 

All Juarez turned out to make Gen 
Obregon and his party welcome. Troops 
lined both sides of Calle Comercio from 
the railroad station to the customs 
house. where Obregon and his party 
were escorted. The Juarez military 
band played its liveliest airs. 

Gen. Gabriel Gavira, commander at 
Juarez, with his staff, together with 
Andres Garcia, Mexican Consu! to Il 
l’aso, officially welcomed Gen. Obregon 
at the station. The War Minister wor>? 
his field uniform of gray and a cam- 
paign hat of broad brim. He has only 
ene arm, his right arm having been torn 
away by a Villa shell at Celaya. 

Meets Newspaper Men. 

After a conference with the military 
and civil authorities in the customs 
house, Gen. Obregon met newspaper 
men, but added little to the informa- 
tion already given out. Asked what he 
would do in case the American troops 
were kept in Mexico, Gen. Obregon re- 
plied through an interpreter: 

“That is a matter which we hope to 
arrange in conference.’’ 

“Tt has been said that the American 
Government would like to keep. the 
troops in Chihuahua as a guard for the 
frontier, so as to help the Carranza 
Government?” it was suggested to Gen. 
Obregon. 

“T do not wish to say anything about 
that, as it might be prejudicial to the 
success of the conference,” he replied. 
‘Gen. Obregon, do you think Villa is 
dead?" was asked.

Withdrawal of Gold frem Circulation 
in Europe and Mexican Situa- 
tion Are Responsible. 

NEW YORK, April 28.—Bar silver was 
quotoed at 71% cents an ounce today, 
the highest price in almost a decade. A 
month ago the quotation was Myc, early 
in the year 56, and just before the war 

o2'4c¢ was a fair quotation. 

Withdrawal of gold as a medium 
circulation from practically all the mar- 
kets of the world except this country 
accounts almost fully for the sensation 
al advance in silver. Incidentally, the 
Mexican disturbances have to 
materially curtail the supply from that 
important source. 

In recent months have been 
heavy shipments of from this 
country to England, France and Russia.

subdivide and sell it and make loans for 
the purpose of encouraging farm home

The amendment, he said, was similar 
to one adopted in the State of Massa- 
chusetts and approved, more than 8 to 1, 
by a popular vote.

Asks for Sigvatures. 

Wulff said no paid solicitors had been 
employed. He gave a reporter the text 
of a letter which he said he had sent 
out to prominent citizens of all nation- 
ulities and to large corporations which 
were expected to have their employes 
sign the telegrams. 

One paragraph in Wulff's 
structed the volunteer solicitors, wher- 
ever possible, to collect $1 from the 
sender of the telegram to pay for send- 
ing the night letter. These letters, as 
prepared in advance and given to the 
senders in typewritten form, were all 
kept within 50 words. The telegraph 
rate for sending 50-word night letters 
to Washington is 50 cents. Wulff said 
that many senders of the telegrams saw 
tit make a contribution. to the 
“cause” in addition to the actual cost 
of the telegram. 

Letter Wulff Sent Out. 

The letter sent out by Wulff to those 
asked to solicit telegrams was as fol- 
lows:

“As you are well aware, a crisis has 
now arisen in the friendly relations of 
the United States with Germany. This 
has been caused, as you well ow, by 
the unneutral and mercenary efforts of 
the ammunition makers and others who 
desire to coin human blood into gold. 

“The only persons who will really rep- 
resent and accede to the wishes of the 
American people are the members of 
our United States Senate and House of 
Representatives.

This is to be 
done by sending a night letter to EACH 
CONGRESSMAN FROM ST. LOUIS

STONE. 

“T am enclosing herewith four 
blanks, two Llanks to Senator Stone 
and two to the Congrersmen, which [ 
would have signed up, each person 
sending one to a Congressman and one 
to Senator Stone. Wherever possible 
please collect $1 to cover the price of 
the telegram. If they: are unable to 
pay this amount send them in to me 
anyway and we w’''ll see that they are 
forwarded just the same. 

“IF EACH MEMBER WILL WORK 
AS HARD IN THIS MATTER AS 
SOME OF US HAVE AND HAVE

Pays for Some Telegrams. 

In cases where the sender of the tele- 
gram did not wish to pay the cost of 
sending it, Wulff said, this charge was 
paid by himself. 

Asked what organization stood this ex- 
pense, Wulff said: 

“The bulk of the expense is being de- 
fraved by the American Embargo 
League, which has headquarters in Chi- 
cago.”’ 

Wulff also exhibited a letter which he 
had sent personally to the Missouri 
Congressmen and Senators. In this he 
asserted that the Wilson Club of St 
Louis was wrong in classing the senders 
of the telegrams as unpatriotic and as- 
serted that the telegrams were from 
persons of all nationalities who were 
cpposed to war. 

Wulff. in an interview with a Post- 
Dispatch reporter today denied that the 
telegrams were inspired by the German- 
American Alliance, the Neutrality 
League or any other organization with 
pro-German leanings. 

“Weare only trying to give all classes 
of Americans an opportunity to tel! 
Congress how they stand as to whether 
or not America should be tnvolved in 
war,’ he said.

LONDON, April 28.—The British 
battleship, Russell has been sunk by a 
mine, it was officially announced to- 
day. Adthiral Fremantle, the Cap 
tain of the Russell, 24 officers and 676 
men were saved. 

About 124 men from the Russell ure 
missing. The warship was sunk in 
the Mediterranean. 

A German subamrine was sunk off 


the East Coast yesterday it also was 


snncunced officially today. 

Under ordinary conditions the Rusvwe!' 

carried between 750 and 800 men. 
The Russell was laid down in 1899 and 
completed in 1903. She was 46 feet tong. 
75 feet beam, 26 feet deep and displaced 
14,000 tons. She was armed with four 
12-inch guns, 12 six-inch, 12 three-inch 
and six three-pound guns and four tor- 
pedo tubes. She cost about $6,000,000. 

The Russell is the eleventh British 
battleship which has been lost during 
the war. The others were the Auda- 
clous, Bulwark, Formidable, Irresistible, 
Ocean, Goliath, Triumph, Majestic, Na- 
tal and King Edward VII. In addition, 
about 3 other British warships of va- 
rious classes have been destroyed. 

The sinking of the Russell and of the 
German submarine was announced in 
the following statement: ‘ 

“H. M. S&S. Russell, Capt. William Bow- 
den Smith, R. N., flying the flag vf 
Rear Admiral Fremantle, struck a nine 
in the Mediterranean yesterday and wa» 
sunk. The Admiral, Captain, 24 officers 
and 676 men were saved. There are 
about 12% officers and men missing. 

“A German submarine was sunk »ff 
the east coast yesterday. One officer 
and 17 men of the crew surrendered and 
were made prisoners."

IRISH TROOPS 
TAKE TRENCH 
NORTH OF LOOS 


LONDON, April 28.—Great activity at 


Various points along the British front 
is reported in the latest official com- 
munication. 

The British communication issued last 
night is the longest ever sent out from 
Pritish headquarters.- To the extent of 
nearly 5600 words, it describes the great 
increase of activity on the British front, 
where many observers have been prc- 
dicting that the Germans were about to 
launch an attack as determined as that 
against Verdun. The new German activ- 
ity has shown itself at more than 2 
score of points, with the principal) fight- 
ing apparently around Hulluch and 
Loos. 

The Irish regiments get special men- 
tion for bravery in a counter attack 
which drove the Germans out of a sec- 
tion of trench where they had gained a 
footing with the help of gas and an 
artillery curtain of fire. 

The communication closed with an ac- 
count of the aeroplane activity, includ- 
ing a description of a fight between a 
German “two-seater” and a British 
“one-seater,’”’ resulting in the death of 
both German aviators and the destruc- 
tion of the machine which fell from a 
height of 14,000 feet. 

Of the work of the Irish regiments, 
the communication said: 

“This morning the enemy discharged 
gas from trenches secuth of Hulluch, 
and at the same time put artillery bar- 
raga on our lines north of Loos. 

“Later a second gas cloud was re- 
leased from about the same place and 
efter a heavy bombardment the enemy 
gained a footing on our front and sup- 
port lines east northeast of Loos. 

“A counter attack by our Irish troops 
took place within half an hour and the 
enemy was driven out, leaving many 
dead in our trenches. 

“The enemy also advanced from 
treaches just south of Hulluch, but this 
uttack was enfiladed by our machine 
guns and many corpses were left in 
front of our trenches. A few Germans 
reached our lines, but were driven out.’’ 


Turks Annihilate 800 British Caval- 
rymen. 

BERLIN, by wircless to Tuckerton, 
April 28.—Turkish troops annihilated 
tour British cavalry squadrons, about 
800 men, in a battle April 23 near Quatia, 
about 2 miles east of the Suez Canal. 
This inforamtion was contained in an 
official report issued by the Turkisna 
War Department under date of April 27. 

The statement says: 

“In an engagement near Quatia, east 
cf the Suez Canal, on April 23, Turkish 
troops annihilated four enemy cavalry 
squadrons. 

“The Turkish forces attacked the 
strongly fortified positions near Quatia, 
destroying the entire camp and a large 
part of the fortified positions. 

“The enemy suffered heavy losses. 
The survivors hastily fled toward the

ARE SAID TO BE 


Washington Wants Germany to 
Use Submarines Only as 


Cruisers Are Employed. 
NEW YORK, April 28.—The World to- 
day printg,the following Washington dis- 
patch: 

“When Ambassador Gerard meets the 


German Emperor at the headquarters 


of the German army in the field, he will 
rigidly follow instructions sent him es- 
pecially for the purpose and interpret 
the demands of the United States to be: 
‘1, That Germany return to the ob- 
servance of international law relating to 
the operation of cruisers practiced by all 
belligerent Governments prior to March 
10, 1916, thus placing submarines upon 
the same footing as cruisers engaged in 
scouting for and destroying enemy shires. 
“? That submarines shall warn mer- 
chant vessels intercepted by them in 
precisely the same manner as did cruis- 
ers before Germany expanded the rules 
to fit its own methods of warfare. 

“8. That all vessels hailed and warned 
shall be visited and searched by sub- 
marine commanders or its Neutenants in 
precisely the same manner as is followed 
by commanders of cruisers. 

‘4. That submarine commanders shall 
respect the rights of neutral persons and 
property in accordance with the rules of 
cruiser warfare. 

‘56. That submarine commanders shall 
take the same steps to secure the pro- 
tection and safety of non-combatants as 
apply to the operation of cruisers. 
“Under instructions. from his Govern- 
ment, the American Ambassador will try 
to convince the Kaiser that the United 
States does not, demand that he shall 
entirely abolish his submarine policy so 
long as the foregoing generally recog- 
nized rules are observed. 

“The Government does not respect the 
contention of Germany that submarines 
are entitled to immunity from attacks 
and that the removal from merchantmena 
of defensive guns should be compelled. 
It is the view of the United States that 
the vulnerability of the submarine is its 
own handicap and that this weakness is 
equalized by its ability to submerge and 
escape destruction from the guns of 
merchant ships violating the laws by 
offering resistance. 

‘While it is not admitted at the State 
Department that the information for- 
warded to Gerard for the instruction of 
the German Government was in response 
to a request from the Berlin Foreign 
Office there is reason to believe that 
such is the case.”’ 


Capelle Leaves Berlin to Confer With 
the Kaiser,

BERLIN, April 28 (by wireless to Say- 
ville).—Vice-Admiral Eduardo von Ca- 
pelle, the naval officer who succeeded 
Admiral von Tirpits last month as Min- 
ister of the Navy, left Berlin on 
Wednesday to confer with Emperor Wil- 
liam at the German army headquar- 
ters.

CANAL ZONE MANEUVERS SHOW 
OVERLAND ATTACK FEASIBLE 


Blue Army Meets Orange Army After 
It Effected Landing at 
New Gorgona, 

PANAMA, April 28.—The army ma- 
neuvers in the canal zone, to work out 
problems connected with the defense 
of the Panama entrance to the canal, 
have reached an interesting stage. 

The blue army, commanded by Col. 
Charles G. Morton, which yesterday 
reached Chorrera on its march to de- 
fend the canal, came in contact this 
morning with the orange army under 
Col. John 8S. Mallory, which is attack- 
ing the canal after theoretically having 
effected a landing near the village of 
New Gorgona. 

According to Brigadier-General Clar- 
ence E. Edwards, commander of the 
canal zone, the maneuvers have demon- 
etrated the feasibility of a hostile attack 
overland from either Chame Bay or 
near Aguadulce. 

Capt. William B. Pratt, naval aid on 
Gen. Edwards’ staff, has asked that a 
cruiser and several submarines be placed 
at each end of the canal. 


RUSSIAN RAILWAY TO CONNECT 
BRITISH INDIA WITH PETROGRAD 


Has Just Been Extended to Tabriz, 
Persia, According to American 
Commercial Attache. 
WASHINGTON, April 2%.—The Rus- 
sian Railway just extended to Tabriz, 
Persia, probably wil. be pushed into 
Baluchistan to link Petrograd with Brit- 
ish Indian cities, according to a com- 
munication to the Department of Com- 
merce from H. D. Baker, commercial 
attache at Petrograd, describing the 
opening of the line into Persia. Baker 
rode on the first train that entered the 

ancient Persian city. 

The railway was pushed to completion 
for military purposes. Eventually. the 
line is expected to divert to Russian 
cities the trade of Tabriz, most of 
which formerly went to Black Sea ports 
and through Turkey. Tabriz is the lead- 
ing carpet market of the world and has

WILSON, KNUA SAYS 


Former Secretary Explains Why 
Taft Did Not Have:Time to 
Recognize Huerta. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., April 28.—Philander 
C. Knox, Secretary of State in Presi- 
dent Taft’s Cabinet, explained at a Re- 
publican banquet here last night why 
Mr. Taft did not recognize Huerta as 
President of Mexico, replied to the as- 
sertion that President Wilson inherited 
the troublesome Mexican situation from 
his predecessor and denied that Presi- 
dent Wilson’s course may be likened to 
President Lincoln’s during the period 
preceding the Maximilian empire. 

Intervention in Mexico, the former 
Secretary declared, seemed ‘dangerous- 
ly near if not inevitable.”’ 

Not an Inheritance. 

“It has been asserted time and again 
by the apologists for the Democratic 
blundering in Mexico that President 
Wilson inherited the Mexican situation 
from President Taft,’’ said Mr. Knox. 
‘Nothing could be further from tho 
truth than his statement, as a review 
of the situation will conclusively dis- 
close. 

“When President Taft assumed office 
on March 4, 1908, Mexico was at peace. 
Her credit was good, her coffers filled, 
her industries thriving, and Porfirio 
Diaz, who had been constitutional Pres- 
ident of the republic since Lerdo de 
Tejada, seemed fair for the remainder 
of his life to preside over the destinies 
of the land he had done so much to 
free from the Empire of Maximilian set 
up by a coalition of European Powers. 

“The Modero revolution broke out 
some two years later and resulted in 
driving Diaz from power. Although the 
Madero regime was recognized by the 
United States and the other Powers, it 
was not accepted by powerful fac- 
tions in Mexico. Rebellion against its 
authority was almost coincident with its 
birth and finally, in February, 1913, Gen. 
Felix Diaz carried the war against Ma- 
dero to the streets of the capital city 
itself. 


VMadero’s Downfall. 
“When it was apparent that Madero's 


downfall was imminent it was made cer- 
tain by Huerta and a portion of the 
army going over to Diaz, who then 
seized the palace and on Feb. 19, 1913, 
Francisco I. Madero and Jose M. Pino 
Suarez, resigned as President and Vice 
President, respectively. Their resigna- 
tions were in writing and copies were 
transmitted to foreign Powers sustain- 
ing diplomatic relations with the repub- 
lic and also to the Mexican Congress 
then in session. 

“This was the Congress elected at the 
same time that Madero was elected 
President, the election having taken 
place subsequent to the success of the 
Madero revolution. 

“Of course, Francisco Modero resigned 
under the compulsion of the revolution 
led by Felix Diaz, just as Porfirio Diaz 
had abdicated shortly before under the 
compulsion of the revolution led by 
Francisco Madero. But there was noth- 
ing startling, unusual, or un-Mexican in 
that fact. During a period of 40 years 
preceding Porfirio Diaz’s accession io 
the presidency there had been some 
thirty odd Governments in Mexico pre- 
sided over by some seventy odd individ- 
uals. Sensible people have no illusions 
about the stability of Government in 
Mexico. 

Lascurain Next President. 

“When Madero resigned on Feb. 19, 
1913, the Minister of Foreign Affairs 
under the Mexican Constitution became 
President. This was Pedro Lascurain. 
He appointed Gen. Huerta Minister of 
War. The Minister of Foreign Affairs 
then resigned and the office devolved on 
Huerta, and this was on Feb. 19, 1913. 
It is important to mark these dates. 

“It has been attempted with a great 
measure of success, to make the Amer- 
ican people believe that Huerta became 
Prsident through Madero’s death. 

Perhaps 90 per cent of intelligent 
Americans so understand it. But this 
is not true. Huerta became President 
through Madero’s and Lascurain’s res- 
ignations. Madero’s death did not occur 
until some days later, as a recital of 
the sequence of events will now make 
clear: 

“Feb. 18, the Government of Madero 
was overthrown. 

“Feb. 19, Madero resigned. 

“Feb. 19, Huerta became 
President. 

Feb, 22, about midnight, Madero was 
killed while being transferred from the 
palace to the penitentiary. 

“Thus, Huerta became  provisiona) 
President of Mexico Feb. 19, 1913. Mr. 
Taft ceased to be President of the Unit- 
ed States March 4, 1913. There were 
thus 12 days within which Presfdent 
Taft could have extended recognition. 
Why did he not do so”

Regarded as Regular, 

“It was the judgment of the diplomats 
representing foreign countries in Mexi- 
co that the provisional Government in 
Mexico had been installed in ceqmpli- 
ance with the Mexican Constitution and 
Mexican precedent and that its speedy 
recognition would be helpful in restor- 
ing normal conditions throughout the 
country. The American Ambassador 
sha: :d this view and asked for instruc- 
tions. Gen. Carranza, who at that time 
was Governor of one of the Mexican 
states, had officially informed this Gov- 
ernment of his adherence to the new 
Government; the Mexican Congress and 
courts had recognized its authority, and 
advices from our diplomatic and con- 
sular officers indicated a very general 
adherence to its authority throughout 
the republic. 

“The main questions involved in de- 
termining whether or not to recognize 
a Government seeking recognition are 
these: 

“Is the requesting Government able 
and disposed to comply with the rules 
of international law? Will it respect the 
oblication of treaties and the ethical 
rules of comity observed by self-reapect- 
ing nations’? Will it recognize, respect 
and protect the rights of foreigners re- 
siding within its borders’ In view of

His course 
in the German situation will be guided 
entirely by the character of the German 
reply. Should any serious effort be 
made to embdrrass him, it was declared 
authoritatively, he will again go before 
Congress and declare that members go 
on record for or against his policy. 

The American Embargo Conference, 
an organization with headquarters in 
Chicago, was charged by Senator Hus- 
ting yesterday with promoting a plot to 
deceive Congress and poison public opin- 
ion by originating and paying for the 
propaganda which for several days has 
deluged Senators and Representatives 
with many thousands of telegrams pro- 
testing against any break between the 
United States and Germany. 

The Wisconsin Senator read in the 
Senate copies of letters sent to his con- 
stituents, containing four form tele- 
grams of protest like those received by 
Congressmen, and saying the Embargo 
Conference would pay telegraph tolls 
on all such messages forwarded. 


Prepared in Advance, He Says. 
He charged that the forms had been 


prepared in advance, and that the con- 
ference had studiously awaited an op- 
portunity to launch its propaganda 
when it might do most to convince the 
country that the President and Congress 
were bent upon war. 

Senators Sherman of Illinois and Pom- 
erene of Ohio also denounced the prop- 
aganda, but Senator Works of Califor- 
nia criticised Senator Husting for stir- 
ring up discussion of the subject. Al- 
though Senator Husting advocated a 
congressional investigation of the Em- 
bargo Conference, he introduced no res- 
olution and the debate ended withour 
ection. 

Senator FHusting asserted 
Same organization had instituted a 
propaganda in his State last Febru- 
ary in an effort to induce him to sup- 
port a resolution placing an embarg» 
en munitions of war to Europe. He put 
into the record letters bearing the 
names of Col. Jasper Tucker Darling 
president; W. R. MacDonald, generat 
manager, and J. H. Forrest, secretary, 
as officers of the Embargo Conference. 

Senator Sherman said the telegrams 
of protest did not represent either the 
initiative or the volition of the persons 
signing them, but indicated, in his opin- 
ion, “‘the activities of the American Em- 
bargo Conference, which seeks to close 
the neutral markets of our country 
against the belligerents in the Euro- 
pean war.’’

NEW YORK, April 2%.—~—A number o§ 
arrests are expected here soon in a po- 
lice campaign to break up gangs of 
blackmailers who have been preying on 
wealthy visitors. A rich harvest reaped 
by thé blackmailers is attributed to re- 
cent prosperous times which have 
brought thousands of well-to-do busi- 
ness men to New York. 

The typical blackmailing gang in- 
cludes two men and two women. The 
women make the acquaintance of pros- 
perous visitors and the men pose as de- 
tective and lawyer. The favorite scheme, 
the police say, has been to induce men 
to give up money to escape threatened 
prosecution under the Mann act.

LAW AUTHORITIES 


Majority of Speakers Before 
American Society Say Trade 
Is Legal, 


WASHINGTON, April 3.—Americen’s 
munition traffic was analyzed by emi- 
nent legal authorities today before the 
American Society of International law. 
It was both assailed and defended. Trade 
in war munitions was declared by most 
of the speakers to be legal; by others 
its neutral “‘morality’’ was questioned. 

That munition traffic presents extraor- 
cinary ard preposterous anomalies was 
stated by Prof. Marshal! Browns of 
Frinceton University, citing the neutral 
rights to sell guns and shrapnel, but not 
warships. 

“The interests of neutrals,’ said Prof. 
Brown, “when they clash with the 
tressing necessities of belligerents in the 
throes of a tragic struggle, sink into rel- 
ative insignificance. 


Must Endure Inaterfereaces. 
“The United States is being made to 


realize that neutrals must in sore in- 
stances either endure considerable in- 
terference with their rights or else tight. 
The maintenance of neutrality under 
such circumstances becomes increasing- 
ly difficult and well-nigh inrpossible. A 
neutral nation may find itself goaded by 
iis immediate or ultimate best interests 
to take up arms. It must make certain 
that it fights for interests in general 
and fundamental tmportance and not 
for tecbnical rights of a temporary and 
doubtful existence. 

‘ Belligerent interests taxe prevedonce 
over neutral interests. It is impossible 
for a neutral in varving fortunes oi War 
to remain friencs of both belligerents. 
it cannot observe a ‘benevolent’ neue 
trality and remain truly neutral” 

Prof. Guthrie of New York College re- 
plied that the Austro-Hungarian protest 
to the Government against enormous 
munition sales was provoked by the 
‘“illegal'’’ British blockade of Germany, 

That the United Stats has not the in- 
dustrial capacity to compete with Ger- 
many in manufacturing war munitions, 
was declared by Frederick R. Coudert 
of New York. 

Action of Germany in selling quanti- 
ties of arms to Great Britain during the 
Boer war, although German popular 
opinion was with the Boers, was cited 
by Charles S. Brand of New York as an 
alleged inconsistentcy of the present 
German disapproval of the American 
munitions trade. 

Prof. Theodore P. Ion of Boston Uni- 
versity, defended munitions traffic aa 
legal and countenanced by ancient and 
modern international codes. 

Prof. James W. Garner of the Uni 
versity of Illinois said that German 
authorities were among those who had 
most vigorously defended the right of 
a neutral nation to sell munitions to @ 
Lelliegerent. 


Practice Long Recognised. 
“The practice has uniformly been ig 


s.ccordance with the rule which recog- 
nizes an entire consistency between thé 
sale of arms and the obligations of 
neutrality,”” said Garner. “The assere 
tion that Germany prohibited sale ang 
exportation of arms to Spain during 
the Spanish-American War ts: withoug 
foundation. 

“There have been few instances of 
embargoes laid on the grounds of neu- 
irality. The present rule rests upow 
solid foundations of morality and publie 
policy. If it is ethically permiasible td 
furnish a belligerent with coal for supe 
plying warships, cotton and other mae 
terials for making explosives and otheg 
:naterials with which war ts earried on, 
why is it more reprehensible morally te 
scll arms and munitions? Yet most em- 
bargo resolutions introduced in Cone 
Eress proposed to prohibit only the sale 
and exportation of arms and munitions."*

LONDON, April 28.—The 
still is in ignorance today of the 
extent of the rebellion in Ireland.

In announcing in the House of 
Commons yesterday that the revolt 
had spread outside of Dublin, Premier 
Asquith said that for obvious rea- 
zons he did not like to name the 
other places to which the trouble had 
spread, but there had been in the 
West and the South, but particularly 
in the West, places where there was 
a development of the movement. Very 
stringent precautions were being 
taken by the military authorities 
to deal with these places. Mr. As- 
quith gaid he expected communica- 
tion with Dublin would be restored

At the rising of the House, the Home 
Secreti.,, Herbert Samuel, was able to 
announce the receipt of information that 
over “‘considerable districts” of Ireland 
calm prevailed and to repeat the Prime 
Minister's promise t*«t, consistent with 
the military exigencies, all the news 
available would be published and the 
necessary facilities granted to news- 
paper men. 

Individually the Ministers express con- 
fidence that the military forces on the 
spot can deal successfully with the 
movement.

LONDON, April 27 (delayed).—The Ger- 
man press has not comimented exten- 
sively on the Sir Roger Casement inci- 
dent, but prints telegrams from Dutch 
papers with regard to the trouble in 
Ireland, says the correspondent of the 
Eixchange Telegraph Co. at Amsterdam.

El, PASO, Tex... April 28.—The con- 
ference between Gens. Scott and Funston 
and Gen. Obregon, Carranza’s War Min- 
ister, will be held here tomorrow. The 
American army officers \eft San An- 
tonio last night. 

American Consul Bdwards called at 


Tthe Commandancia in Juarez and made 


apologies for Gens. Scott and Funston, 
saying that they would be late in arriv- 
ing at the meeting and that he hoped 
this would give no offénse. 

The scene of the meeting has not 
been selected, but it is likely it will 
be in El Paso. This is not pleasing to 
Consul Garcia or to Gen. Gavira, be- 
cause of the consistent and strong antl- 
Mexican sentiment in El Paso. 

Accompanying the American Generals 
from San Antonio is George C. Car- 
rothers, representative of the State De- 
partment, and formerly close friend of 
Villa. Accompanying Obregon is Gen. 
Jacinto Trevino, who comes as near 
being .a friend of Americans as any 
loval Mexican now before the people. 

It is highly improbable that Obregon 
will enter any conference with Carroth- 
ers. The Mexican Secretary of War has 
made no secret of his dislike for the 
American who followed Villa through 
the wars, and he would doubtless expel 
him from Mexican territory should Car- 
rothers ever venture there again. 

Trevino’s Presence Good Sign. 

That Gen. Obregon is bringing with 
him the Mexican General most favorabie 
to Americans is regarded as beingsis- 
nificant, and as auguring well for the 
acquiescence of the Mexican War Sec- 
retary in plans to be offered by the 
Americans, 

It is the general belief that the busi- 
ness of the American Generals is to ar- 
range with the Mexican officers for 
some plan by which the American troops 
can be withdrawn from Mexico without 
loss of prestige to either Government. 
No one doubts that Gen. Obregon will 
give sufficient assurances that the 
search for Villa will be prosecuted with 
vigor, and that the breaking up of his 
bands will be ruthlesslv carried out. 

Gen. Funston and Gen. Obregon are 
friends, and the conference between 
them should be amicable. What part 
the leading figure, Gen. Scott, will play, 
cannot be forecast. Oregon, the man 
they have to meet. has a disarming lack 
of diplomacy, and he has a frankness 
which may be trying. 

After the fight at Nogales last fall, 
Funston and Obregon conferred a great 
deal. Carlos Randall, Governor of So- 
nora under Villa. had fled to Arizona 
for protection. Obregon wanted him sent 
back. 

“Mr. Obregon,’ asked Gen. Funston, 
at one of these conferences, “if I hand 
Mr. Randall over to you, will you as- 
sure me that he will have a fair, open 
trial here on the border, where evervone 
who wishes can see and hear it?’ 

Promiseg an FExecution,. 

“With much pleasure, I promise that,” 
said Gen. Obregon. ‘‘I promise, further- 
more, to prove conclusively that he or- 
dered the execution of Edward Bean, 
and I also promise faithfully to‘ exe- 
cute Randall the day of the trial.”’ 

“That is highly satisfactory,’’ said 
Gen. Funston, ‘‘and I will at once rec- 
ommend to Washington that he be ex- 
tradited.’” He did and things looked 
favorable for a popular execution the 
next day, but the State Department uit 
Washington said “‘No,’’ and Randall was 
freed. The matter still rankles with 
Gen. Obregon. He thinks Funston has 
better judgment than the State Depart- 
ment. 

Gen. Jacinto Trevino comes fresh from 
a triumph. He induced Gen. Canuto 
Reves, a hard-riding Villa General, to 
surrender. With him Gen. Severino Cen- 
iceros and two Colonels also surren- 
dered. 

The conference tomorrow is generally 
believed to be more momentous than 
any other ever held in El Paso, scene of 
many conferences. Upon the pleasant 
Mexican gentleman, Senor Alvaro Obre- 
gon, the burden of decision will come. 
Th- pledges which he may make for 
his country will be accepted, and any 
refusal by him will be authoritative. 
Obregon formerly wore shoes on Sun- 
day only. 

Carranza-Obregon Quarrel Rumors. 

With the coming of the Generals t»% 
th. border there come also fresh ru- 
mors of a quarrel between Obregon and 
Carranza. There seems to be as much 
reason to believe the new rumors as 
there was to believe the old ones, which 
were exactly the same in tenor.

SPLITTING FEES = 
CAUSES STRIFE IN 
INSURANCE BODY 


Fire Underwriters’ Association 
Contemplates Punishment 
for Three Members. 


Frederick H. Kreismann, president 


the recently organized Fire tnderwrit- 
; 


ers Association, told a Post-Dispatch re- 


porter today that the assoctation has 
under consideration the disciplining of 
three directors who are charged wits 
splitting commission: with real estate 
dealers in violation of the by-laws of 
the association. Investigation of this 
report showed that a lively fight is be- 
ing waged at present between real es- 
estate dealers and the insurance agents 
regarding the question of commissions. 

The Fire Underwriters Association 
was organized Jan. 3, 1916, and em- 
braces all the agents of large corm- 
panies doing business in St. Louis. Its 
objects as stated in its constitution are 
to promote and protect the interest of 
customs and usages, to inculcate and 
enforce correct and high mora! princi- 
ples in the transaction of the busfnecs 
of its members and to generally raise 
the standard of the insurance busi- 
ness. 

Realty Man Gives His Views. 

A widely known real estate dealer, 
who did not wish to have his nanie 
used, said this morning that in nis opia- 
ion the purpose of the organization was 
to squeeze out all insurance soliciturs 
and to see that all commissions are re- 
tained in the offices of the members of 
the association. 

The association requires that al! rea! 
estate dealers asking a commissiin 
upon the business they control sha!l 
register with the association and shai! 
receive a commissicn only upon butld- 
ings and household furniture. This’ 
prevents the real estate agent handilne 
a store property from receiving any d!- 
vision of commission for placing insur- 
ance upon stocks of goods. 

It was becaus* of thie provision that 
the present difficulty has arigen. Kreix- 
mann said that Oreon Scott, a real «s- 
tate dealer at %©0 Chestnut street. hai 
the placing of about» $209.00) inwurnnce 
upon the property of the Provider:

Crane and two other insurance agen. 
and received a portion of the con:misc- 
sion. 

Opposes Splitting ( ommilastons. 

This splitting of commisisons 
brought before the board of directors of 
the Fire Underwriters’ Association last 
Tuesday. The bylaws of the associa- 
tion read: 

“In case an accused member of tiie 
Executive Committee shall be found 
guilty of a violation of any bylaws or 
statutes of the State of Missouri, he 
shall retire from the committee until! 
he has again been placed thereon by: 
the association.”’ 

Kreismann said that the directors had 
not asked for the resignation of Crane 
and the two other agents charged with 
splitting commissions upon stocks of 
goods, but he said that a fine probabiy 
would be assessed against the agente. 
He said that the bylaws and constitu- 
tion of the association are exceedingly 
crude, that they were prepared hastily 
and will be subject to Immediate amend. 
ment. 

As to the crudeness of the bylaws, he 
said that the paragraph above quoted 
evidently refers to the bylaws of the 
association and rot to the statutes of 
the State. 


=A Association Is Necessary. 
Kreismann said that some opposi- 


tion to the association has developed 
among real estate agents, but, he 
said he believed this was because the 
purpose of the association was mis- 
understood. He said that insurance 
men found it necessary to combine 
against the so-called real estate 
men seeking commissions whe had ne 
other office than under his hat. He 
said that any real estate man regi«- 
tering with the association must 
prove that he has paid a State license 
to operate as a reality agent.

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ATICISMS OF 
PRESIDENT ARE 
UNDER SCRUTINY 


Ul. S. to Find if Editorials on 
Irish Situation Have Trans- 
gressed Legal Bounds. 


NEW YORK, April 28.—An investiga- 
tion was begun today at the office of 
the United States District Attorney to 
determine whether a crime had -beeén 
perpetrated by persons responsible for 
attacks on President Wilson and the 
national administration that have ap- 
peared in Irish-American papers here 
since the outbreak of the revolution in 
Copies of these editorials -wiil 
be examined, it was said, by one of the 
Assistant District Attorneys who has 
been prominent in the investigation of 
alien conspiracies. 

The attention of the Federal authort- 
tles was first arvused by an editorial 
stating that some information which led 
to the sinking of the German ship which 
attempted to land arms and ammunition 
on Trish soil came from a member of 
the Washington edministration, ‘‘on the 
orders of. President Witson.’’ This decia- 
ration has been uuthoritatively denied 
in Washington. 

200,000 Irish Volunteers. 

(‘ol. Patrick J. Wallace, commander of 
a Connemara brigade of the Irish vol- 
unteers, who is in New York, is authori- 
ty for the staterrent that the present 


situation fin Ireland was not fostered in 
Germany or in America. 

“The plans of the Irish volunteers.”’ he 
said, “have been ready ever since the 
first talk of conscription twas heard in 
Ireland. At the time of the revolt there 
was 3000 fully armed end fully trained 
volunteers in Dublin, Out through the 
country there were 60,00, With the neu- 
tral bodies there are today 200,000 Irish 
volunteers, who,.when the real test 
comes, will take the field against the 
English.” 

An opposite view is expressed by the 
Marquis of Aberdeen, for nine years 
Viceroy of Ireland. Lord Aberdeen, wh 
is in New York, said that while he dil 
not underestimaie the seriousness of the 
situation, he was, nevertheless, con- 
vineed that the outbreak would be of 
short duration.

Secretary Baker’s Address. 

Mobilization of American industries 
and commerce as a prime factor of pre- 
paredness for national defense was 
urged by Secretary Baker in his address 

“At first this question (preparedness) 
revolved around mere military prepara- 
tion in the narowest sense,’ he said, 
‘but as the war developed in Europe, 
we learned that these things are but a 
part of preparation, and a relatively 
useless part, unless they are based 
upon other things, very much more dif- 
ficult to seeure; things which must be 
secured long in advance of a crisis or 
else be then obtainable only with peril 
and fearful unnecessary loss. 

‘“Three-fold mobilization is necessary 
in any country for war, and of these 
three elements, two are as valuable and 
as vital in times of peace as in times of 
conflict. 

‘‘In the first place, there must be, of 
course, arms and soldiers, ships and 
sailors, and these must be modern and 
adequate. 

“The second mobilization necessary is 
that of our industries and commerce. 
The war in Europe had been under way 
more than a year before some of the 
countries were able to equip the mep 
who volunteered for their armies. Witn 
all the zeal which their governments 
could display, the mobilization of their 
industries yet lagged, not from willing- 
ness, but from lack of forethought. Per- 
haps no other lesson of the war in 
Europe is ‘so impressive. 

Thirq Necessary Mobilization. 

“The third mobilization that is neces- 
sary is spiritual. In order to make sac- 
rifices for America, we must be sure 
that our stake in the country justifies 
lt. Our institutions must be so just, 
our arrangements so fair that ever, 
man in this nation will realize how 
completely his opportunity and that of 
those who come after him rests upon 
the continuing prosperity of the nation 
as a whole. 

“THe military mobilization will take 
place easily and need not be upon a 
magnificent scale in advance. The in- 
dustrial and _=s spiritual mobilization 
ought to be constant and as wide as 
the country. Both are usefii—nay, in- 
oispensable—in peace as well asin war.’

that the first cavalryman into Santa 
Cruz went up to the side of the ravine 
afoot. clinging with ono hand to tne 
tail of his horse. 

The inhabitants of this place said that 
at least 200 men had attacked the Amer- 
icaus in the canyon the previous day. 

The column proceeded to beyond 
Cosita until they were on a hill from 
which they could look into the State of 
Durango. -From this hill the men saw 
an aviator circle southward and land 
in Durango. He was Lieut. I. A. 
Rader, the man who went farthest 
south in the pursuit. 

The aviator rose, returning to Casita, 
where he delivered Gen. Persning’s ord- 
ers to Maj. Howse. Rader'’s aeroplane 
was left at Casita, near the railroad 
embankment. The machine could not 
fly further, and its skeleton, stripped 
of valuable parts by the Americans, 
lies near the Durango line, a monu- 
ment marking the apex of the Ameri- 
can dash. 

Howze was about 10 miles south of 
Parral when he learned of the fight 
there in which Carranzistas and Amer- 
icans were engaged. He immediately 
joined the other American forces in the 
vicinity of Parral. His command, as 
well as others, is now en route north.

MORE IRISH WOE. 

The conspicuous thing in the Irish revolt is its 
folly from the standpoint of Ireland. 

The uprising does not include all of Ireland. It 
involves only a small percentage of that part of 
Ireland which is in the rebellious section. The 
leaders of the great faction of the Irish people 
which has striven, with final success, for years 
to win possession of the land and irish self-gov- 
ernment, are not only out of the ranks of the 
rebels, but are bitterly opposed to rebellion. 

If all of Ireland were involved and the mass of 
the Irish participated in the revolt, it could not 
be successful without the complete crushing of 
Great Britain. This coul? not be accomplished 
without the conquest of Great Britain by enemies 
of the British empire. Before this could happen, 
Ireland, between the British and the Germans, 
would be a desolate waste. If Great Britain were 
conquered, would Ireland be free and independent? 
Would Germany leave to the remnant of the Irish 
people the task of maintaining Irish independence 
and the Irish menace to Great Britain? The last 
state of the Irish people would be so infinitely 
worse than their present state that comparison is 
vain. 

The revolt will be put down ruthlé@ssly. 
Britain must end it at any cost, but what will be 
the effect of the revolt on the British attitude to- 
wards Ireland? This blow at England's heart in 
her hour of greatest danger and stress cannot but 
excite bitter indignation and resentment. It will 
be all the greater because of the tremendous con- 
cessions made to the island in the land act and 
the temporarily suspended home rule act. 

Redmond and his associates in Parliament are 
pleading for a suspension of judgment. They ask 
that the whole Irish people be not judged by the 
conduct of a rash and foolish faction. But that 
Irish progress will be impeded and the clock of 
self-government set back is a strong probability. 

The only beneficiary is Germany, whose hopes 
ot revolts in India and other parts of the British 
empire and of ultimate victory will be strength- 
ened.

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A SAFETY FIRST EXHIBIT. 

Loaded into 12 railroad cars, the Government’s 
“Safety First” exhibit will begin May 1 filling 
dates throughout the country for the instruction 
of the public. 

It shows the appliances and illustrates the meth- 
ods employed in saving life along the coasts and 
in mines. Practical object lessons on the work- 
ings of the wireless are given. Fire prevention 
and fire extinguishing by the Forest Service are 
exemplified. The first-aid system of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross in caring for injured workmen 
makes up an interesting exhibit. All the safety 
railroad devices approved by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission are shownjin models. By em- 
phasizing the importance of safeguarding life to 
the fullest extent it will serve valuable purposes. 

Evidence of one safety first departure which is 
only suggested by the traveling exhibit is being 
given daily in all parts of the country. More 
than 14,280 steel passenger cars are now in service, 
an increase from about 700 seven years ago. How- 
ever, 41,382 wooden passenger cars are still en- 
dangering the traveling public. It is highly desir- 
able that the substitution of steel cars shall pro- 
ceed at as rapid a pace in the future as in the 
past. Another seven years should see the retire- 
ment of the last wooden equipment.

COMPENSATION LAW PROGRESS. 

A committee of the Bar Association of St. Louis 
is working to secure the passage of a Workmen's 
Compensation Law at the next session of the 
General Assembly of Missouri. Considering that 
the passage of such a law would eliminate 10 per 
cent of court business, which is the estimated 
percentage of such business that lawsuits under 
the present system of suing for damages create, 
the Bar Association may be said to be doing a 
self-denying public work. 

Six years ago workmen's compensation, though 
an established fact in England ard Germany for 
a@ quarter of a century was only a theory in the 
United States. The first compensation law in 
this country was passed in 1911, since which time 
32 States, and the territories of Alaska and Ha- 
waii have fallen in line. It is said that at this 
time 80,000,000 of our 100,000,000 population are 
living under compensation laws.

SUBSTITUTES FOR FOOD. 

“Science,’’ says the committee of the German 
Government ordered to investigate food values, 
“has gotten up many substitutes for ordinary 
food articles; but aside from the appearance of 
‘near-food’ and, in some instances, a similarity of 
taste, most of the preparations are valueless.” 

The report, as printed by the Vossische Zei- 
tung, states that the committee has examined 
68 food substitutes, among them concentrated 
vegetable loaves, steeped in meat broth to give 
it some flavor of meat: “milk powder,” chiefly 
made of arrow root with other farinaceous tn- 
gredients; eggs amalgam, vegetable matter with 
one-sixth of egg content, and artificially colored; 
a Sausage compound, a mixture of fiour and stale 


sausage, a soulasch substitute, rich in paprika, 
with practically no food body, etc., ete. 

All these substitutes have a tendency to 
deceive the eye and, to some minor extent 
also the palate; but they cannot deceive the 
stomach. 

After all will be said, and the well-meant 
efforts of scientists will have been valued 
and” appreciated at their proper worth, we 
arrive at the conclusion that human food must 
contain carbohydrates, albumen and fat, and 
that these substitutes are lamentably devoid 
of such ingredients, or at least lack a suf- 
ficiency of them to carry on life with its proc- 
esses. All respect for science; brt it has 
shown its impotence in the matter of satis- 
fying the stomach, except by the ordinary 
food to which humanity has become accus- 
tomed in centuries. 

The committee’s report, says the paper, will 
have great bearing on the food question in Ger- 
many, as large sections of the population are now 
starving on substitutes and are trying to fool 
themselves into a consciousness that they have 
eaten, when, in reality, they have not absorbed 
any food value.

Republic Rubber Plant Closed Be- 
cause of Labor Demands. 
YOUNGSTOWN, O., April 28.—The Re- 
public Rubber Co.'s plant heré, employ- 

ing 1800 mén, was closed today. 

In a statement President Thomas L. 
Robinson said the plant was closed for 
inventory, but would not reopen because 
of the demands of thé employes. 

He said: ‘“‘The Republic Rubber Co.
